WASHINGTON, March 4.— Amer- 
ica's rail transportation systems, op- 
erated as one great republic utility 
since December 28, 1917, again were 
divided among their 230 respective 
corporate owners Monday, as the 
Government released control at mid- 
night. 

Director-General Walker D. Hines,, 
as the agent of the President, hand- 
ed over the properties and equip- 
ment, valued at approximately 
$20,000,000,000, to their old direc- 
tion, free, except for the jurisdiction 
retained by the Government in the 
new railroad reorganization bill. 

While all arrangements for formal 
restoration of the carriers to their 
owners were completed, Saturday by 
Mr. Hines, instructions went out Sun- 
day to operation representatives of 
the Railroad Administration inform- 
ing them that they would "report to 
the proper officials of the corpora- 
tions which resume control at 12.01 
a. m. March 1. 

Of the gigantic organization form- 
ed by former Director-General Wil- 
liam Ga McAdoo as a war-time ex- 
pedient, only a small part will re- 
main. 

Regional officials, Federal man- 
agers and Treasurers and other high 
officials comprising the Director 
General's staff ceased to function as 
such at the designated hour. 

Certain of these have gone back 
to their former places as officials of 
the corporations, while others have 
entered into new lines of endeavor. 

Mr. Hines will continue in his 
present capacity until about May 1. 
Although without any railroads to 
direct, he still faces the settlement 
of literally thousands of claims, con- 
tracts and grievances. 

Only 147 of the 230 compensation 
contracts wi$h the corporations ac- 
tually were signed during Govern- 
ment control, and the remainder will 
continue to be the subject of negotia- 
tions. 

Damage claims have arisen, of 
which many still are pending. Lobar 
has thousands of cases before Gov- 
ernment wage boards and Mr. Hines 
has assured labor spokesmen these 
will be concluded.

BIG DAILIES "HOGGING" 
PAPER SUPPLY. 



Until within recent years news- 
papers never quit — they just passed 
on from one owner to another. But 
now publishers fail in business, just 
like other business men. Publishing 
has become a mai ter of first import- 
ance in the natl >n, ; ;id likewise its 
hazards have increased. The time 
has passed when yon can t?.ke a dull 
boy and "make r»u editor outen of 
him," as the poet Will Calrton, put 
it. Twenty-five hundred newspapers 
have suspended publication since 
July, 1918, but still the Postoffice 
Department cries savagely for higher 
rates for second-class mail matter. 
They lay their deficits at the door of 
the publisher, and even try shifting 
some $58,000,000 annual loss in the 
rural free delivery service to the 
newspapers. 

It would be a pleasure to report 
that there was a prospect that the 
government would limit the size of 
the big city papers. The excess fat 
that cannot be classified as "news" 
in Sunday editions consumes enough 
white print paper to provide thou— 
ands of small weeklies and dailies. 
But the government is not likely to 
intercede, and meanwhile the big 
publisers with their cinch on the 
white print paper supply are the big 
fish in the pond, whose greediness 
has jumped the price of print paper 
out of sight. Evidently the bigger 
the publishers the less their worry 
about the white print paper condi- 
tion. 




weatfler conditions have 
been extremely favorable for the 
.spread of influenza, the situation 
here is unchanged. Physicians and 
health officials do not apprehend an 
epidemic of the disease, and have 
the situation well in hand. The dis- 
ease is present in a light form, 
with only a few deaths resulting. 

The health authorities are again 
nrging the observance of sanitary 
precautions in order to prevent a re- 
currence of an epidemic. The dis- 
gusting habit of expectorating in 
public places is one of the chief 
means of spreading discease.

Physicians have been kept busy 
dav and night. In a few instances 
»nly has pneupionia developed. At 
Versailles the schools have been 
closed on account of the flu. Two 
hundred cases, though of a 
character, are reported there, 
no deaths.

HEALTH OFFICER SAYS INFLU- 



ENZA DOESNT REPEAT. 

Persons once suffering from influ- 
enza are immune, according to 
statements of Kentucky physicians 
cited by Dr. J. N. McCormick, of the 
State Board of Health. 

Dr. McCormick said many physi- 
cians who had been making a close 
study of the disease had reported 
that all of their cases apparently 
were "new." 

"Men from whopn these reports 
have come are reliable and I will in- 
struct every physician in the State 
to watch influenza patients closely 
and make careful diagnoses in an 
effort to substantiate their discov- 
eries," Dr. McCormick said. 

The Board of Health reports show 
ihat none of the sufferers from in- 
fluenza this year had been stricken 
in any previous year when the dis- 
ease was prevalent. 

In the reports submitted by phy- 
sicians from various parts of Cen- 
tral Kentucky, Paris was credited 
with thirty cases of influenza, and 
one death; Lexington, eleven cases, 
two of pneumonia, and three 
deaths; Maysville, six cases, and 
one death.

There has been a good seasonable 
d i-iand for fresh eggs and while re- 
ceipts are increasing, general prices 
show little change. As production 
increases, prices may be expected to 
work lower. 

Receipts of live poultry are not 
heavy and there is no material 
change in the market for dressed 
poultry. The lighter storage stocks 
are a factor to be considered and the 
market should hold steady to firm. 

There has bee-n little change in 
the button markets; the tendency 
has been* lower. This has been 
caused not so much by the actual 
receipts as by the fact that there is 
still a large amount of butter in 
storage. Foreign importations also 
are beginning to arrive at Eastern 
seaboard points.

FEDERATED CLUBS HELD MEET- 
ING AT LEX INGTON 

The annual convention of the Sev- 
enth District, Kentucky Federation 
of Women's Clubs, opened at ten 
o'clock Friday morning at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky with the Wo- 
man's Club of the University as host. 
In the absence of the District Chair- 
man, Miss Ada May Cr^.nwell, whose 
brother is seriously ill, Mrs. W. T. 
Lafferty presided. 

Mrs. Allie Smith Dickson, of 
North Middletown, made the re- 
sponse to the address of welcome 
delivered *by Mrs. P. P. Boyd, presi- 
dent of the University Woman's 
Club. 

The reports from the clubs in the 
Seventh District were very interest- 
ing, each being a resume of the 
work done by the clubs during the 
past year and the part they took in 
the various activities in which wo- 
men's organizations have been en- 
gaged. Mrs. Fanniebelle Suther- 
land, of Paris, gave an interesting 
report of the Civics Department. 

The report of the Bourbon County 
Health and Welfare League showed 
that 163 babies were measured and 
weighed; clean-up day was observ- 
ed; a Christmas tree with a Santa 
Claus, toys, candies and fruits was 
provided; the school penny lunch 
has been made self-sustaining; the 
sale of lied Cross seals amounted to 
$750; 1,798 nurse's visits were 
made; thirty-five tubercular cases 
were treated; families were suppli- 
ed with coal, groceries, milk, ban- 
kets, books and glasses for children; 
$3,050.96 was received and $2,762,- 
22 expended from the funds of the 
club ?nd $638.66 frclm other \ 
sources. 

Mrs. James McClure, of the Bour- 
bon County School Improvement
